Q uick as a flash the lat­ 


ter returned the fire, and it is cer­ 


tain o ne o f the ro bbers w as sho t,as 


there is no trace o f the ballet in

ho w ev er, 
he 
ex piring in a few 
m inutes. 
R ealizin g the 
ex tent 
o f 
their 
crim e, the three ro bbers hastily es­ 
caped, o ne o f them , the man who 
w as undo ubtedly sho t b y A ulgur, 
dashing thro ugh 
a w in d o w , cut­ 
tin g him self quite badly w ith the 
glass, as the blo o d left o n the scene 
m akes certain. 
D esp ite the late ho ur o f the kill­ 
in g, the crim e so o n became k no w n 
to Sheriff W ilso n , Pro secuting A t ­ 
to rney R ecto r and o ther o fficers, 
and they set abo ut to make 
the 
perm anent escape o f the 
ro bbers 
im po ssible. 
T he telepho ne 
and 
telegraph 
w ires w ere used in all directio ns, 
and A tto rn ey R ecto r info rms the 


D e m o cr at that a 
large 
reward 
w ill be o ffered by the state, co unty 
and city fo r the arrest and co n v ic­ 
tio n o f the ro bbers and murderers. 
Inv estigatio n rev ealed that the 
railw ay co m pany sustained 
o nly 
sm all lo ss, it being in the shape o f 
change 
taken 
fro m 
the 
cash 
drawer. 
O ne o f the ro bbers is thus de­ 
scribed in the descriptio n ’pho ned 
by C o unty A tto rney R ecto r : 
A b o u t 6 feet high; w eigh t, iSo 
po unds ; abo ut 3 0 y ears o ld ; dark 
h air ; v ery dark m o ustach e; dark 
clo thes, 
w ell 
wo rn, 
and 
black 
slo uch hat. 
R o bber N o . 2 , 
2 8 y ears o ld; 
ligh t co m plected ; light m o u stach e; 


height, 5 feet 10 inches ; w eigh t, 
abo ut 16 0 p o u n d s; wo re 
w o rking 
clo thes. 
There is no descriptio n o f the 
third ro bber o ther than that he was 
a w hite man, as were his tw o co m ­ 
panio ns. 
Tbere is the mo st intense ex cite­ 
ment at Marshall o v er the k illing 
o f Officer A ulgur, and no thing w ill 
be 
left undo ne by the city and 
co unty o fficials to bring abo ut the 
arrest o f the guilty parties, after 
w hich the peo ple o f Saline co unty 
w ill do the rest. 
T he dead man wasjcity marshal at 
Marshall fo r a number o f y ears,and 
was univ ersally reco gnized as o ne 
o f the brav est men in the state. 
H e has figured in the capture o f a 
number o f 
no to rio us characters, 
and no w that he has lo st his life in 
the perfo rmance o f his duty there 
is univ ersal so rro w thro ugho ut S a­ 
line co unty .

The trial of Thomas Ketchum, 
known as “ Black J a ck ,” charged 
with train robbery, was begun yes­ 
terday in the territorial court at 
Clayton, N. M., before Chief Jus­ 
tice Mills. 
Ketchum has confessed that his 
band held up the Colorado 
South­ 
ern passenger train at Folsom. N . 
M.. September 3. 1S96, and July 
II, 1899, each lime nlowing open 
and nliing the express safe.

few days after the second robbery 
Samuel Ketchum received a wound, 
from which he died, in a fight with 
a sheriff’s posse. 
Sheriff 
Farr, 
of 
Walsenburg, 
Col., and a resident of Cimarron, 
N . M., weie killed in the fight 
with the robbers. 
On the night of August 16 Tom 
Ketchum, single-handed, held up 
the same train at almost the iden­ 
tical spot of the two former rob­ 
beries. 
Mail Clerk Bartlett was 
shot by Ketchum. Conductor H ar­ 
rington shot Ketchum in the right 
arm and he was captured next day.
